SUCCESS OF THE GOVERNMENT—REVOLU- 


TIONI3T3 TOTALLY DEFEATED. 


Cıry op Mrxico, March 15, via Ha- 
VANA, March 25.—fhe Government for- 
ces are triumphing over the Revolution- 
ists General Rocha has driven them out 
of the cities of Aguas Calientes, Lagos and 
Zacatecas, and relieved the troops at San 
Luis Potosi. In a battle on the 2d, Gen. 
Rocha, with 6,000 troops, defeated the uni- 
ted revolutionary forces, numbering 9.000 
men, killing and wounding 700, and cap- 
turing 7,000 men and all their artillery 
execpt three guns. The Revolutionists 
retreated towards Fresnillo and Xerez, 
being pursued by Gen. Rocha. Gen Ro- 
cha’s victory is a death blow to the revo- 


¡ lutionary e and anarchy will. pre- 


vail for a long time. Thereisnothing do- 
ing in domestic industries, and trade in 
foreign goods is slight. 

General Negrete, with 1,600 men, keeps 
the States of Puebla, Hidalgo and Tlasca- 
la in constant alarm by his acts of vundal- 
isin. He avoids open engarements with 
his troops, attacks defenceless towns, ha- 
ciendas and railroad trains.
